WHERE DOES .THE BRIDE'S 
FATHER STAND 
“(1) Where does the father ofl 
Ithe bride stand during the cere­ 
mony before be gives his daughter 
sway? We were at a wedding re­ 
cently where the bride came down 
the aisle on the left arm of her 
father who then stood between the 
bride and groom unUl he had given 
his daughter away. Was this cor­ 
rect? (2) May a married woman or 
a widow ever be a bridesmaid or 
must she always be matron-of- 
honor? 
Answer: The bride should come 
down the aisle on the right side of 
her father. At the end of the aisle 
she should relinquish his right arm, 
change her flowers from her right 
to her left arm and then slip her 
right arm through the groom's left 
arm and wait to the altar. Her 
father should stand behind her and 
when the clergyman says, "Who 


gives this woman to be married?" 
he should reply, “1 do" and then 
take his seat in the first pew beside 
his wife. 
(2) She may be either a maid or 
matron-of-honor or a bridesmaid. 


Question: I have been told that I 
must not refer to my husband 
when speaking of nim to acquaint­ 
ances and neighbors (who call him 
Mr.) as Mr. Jones. Is this correct? 
Please set me straight. 
Answer: To social equals, you 
should refer to him as “my hus­ 
band”. To friends, you must call 
him “John". 
Husband and wife 
refer to each other as “Mr.” and 
"Mrs." only when speaking to 
those who have no social connec­ 
tions with them. For Instance, in 
business, a man refers to his wife 
as Mrs. Jones and she speaks of 
him as “Mr. Jones’ to his office 
workers. This does not imply that 
his employees are socially inferior 
but that first names are usually 
taboo in business.
